A 22-year-old woman was targeted 
in Cecil Road, Rochester, at 8.30pm on 
Sunday, October 31. The assailant 


attempted to touch her breasts before 
fleeing. 

A 12-year-old girl was assaulted just 
15 minutes later in an alleyway off 
Cecil Road. The perpetrator is said to 
have lunged at her groin. 

A 15-year-old has been remanded in 
custody. 

A police spokesman said: ‘We would 
like to hear from anyone who wit¬ 
nessed any of these the incidents.

AN UNUSED shop in 
Chatham was transported 
back to the 1930s last 
week as part of a new 
series by the BBC. 

The empty store, on the first fioor 
of the Pentagon Centre, was given 
an old-fashioned make over, trans¬ 
forming it into a classic grocery 
shop, complete with furniture of 
the time and replica goods. 

The transformation was one of 11 
similar ‘pop-up’ shops set up around 
the country to give local communi¬ 
ties a chance to learn about and 
embrace their local history. 

Visitors were able to experience 
the sights and sounds of more 
simple times, before the use of 
supermarkets and online shopping. 

They were also given the opportu¬ 
nity to converse with actors playing 
the parts of a shopkeeper and a 
grocery shopper. 

Sue Latham, a keen historian 
and visitor to the shop said: “This is 
a marvellous way to encourage peo¬ 
ple’s interest in the past. They’ve 
done a fantastic job and it genuine¬ 
ly feels like I’m back in the 1930s. 


“I particularly like the music.” 

Her enthusiasm was shared by 
Brian Joyce, president of the 
Chatham Historical Society, who 
was encouraged by the amount of 
interest the shop received. 

He said: “It has been really posi¬ 
tive and we hope that in the long 
term this will increase people’s 
interest in the areas history. 

“Chatham is a fantastic place 
with all its military connections, 
particularly with the Navy. We’ve 
had lots of people come in and 
share their memories which is 
fantastic and exactly what we were 
hoping to achieve.” 

The shop was the only one in the 
South East to receive the historical 
makeover. It received more than 
1,000 visitors on its first day, 
including visits from three local 
schools. 

A BBC spokesperson said: ‘We 
were looking at various towns 
in the area but Chatham was cho¬ 
sen because the area is rich in 
historical significance and has 
extensive historical archives. It is 
also nice for the BBC to visit differ¬ 
ent parts of the country. 

Some of the shops will now 
feature in a new six-part series on 
BBC One called Turn Back Time - 
The High Street.

Operatioiis canceled at last niniite 


MORE than 700 operations have 
been cancelled by Medway NHS 
Trust in the last five years. 

Statistics revealed by Health 
Minister Simon Burns show 786 
procedures were pulled at the last 
minute. 

A trust spokesperson said: “We 
have been working hard to reduce 
the number of missed appointments 
and cancellations across the hospital. 

‘We are trying to understand why 
patients might not attend. We are 
also introducing a text message 
reminder service. Also, our new 
contact centre makes it easier for 
patients to cancel and rearrange 
their appointment to a more conven¬ 
ient time. 

“If the decision to cancel is in the 
Trust’s hands, careful consideration 
will always be taken before can¬ 
celling a procedure.” 


The Maidstone and Tunbridge 
Wells NHS Trust topped the list 
of worst offending trusts in the 
South East, with 4,370 non-clini- 
cal operations cancelled at the last 
minute since 2005. 

A spokesperson for the trust said: 
“It is true we did have much higher 
numbers of cancelled operations 
some years ago, though it is worth 
remembering that we are a rela¬ 
tively much larger trust than many 
others in the South East - we carry 
out around 100 operations a day. 

“For the past two years our per¬ 
centage of cancelled operations rate 
has been 0.8 per cent, within the 
national guidelines. 

“When new management came 
into the Trust in October 2007, we 
focused first on safety and infec¬ 
tion control and then on improving 
the whole patient experience. 


“We know cancelling operations 
at the last minute is distressing for 
our patients, so we use good man¬ 
agement methods to keep them to 
a minimum.” 

The figures were released after 
the issue of cancelled operations 
was raised by Chatham and 
Aylesford MP, Tracey Crouch, who 
questioned the Health Minister on 
the subject in Parliament on 
November 2. 

Ms Crouch said: Ms Crouch said: 
“Cancelled operations can lead to 
undue stress and uncertainty for 
the patient, as well as often dis¬ 
rupting work and care schedules. 

“It is therefore essential that 
Hospital Trusts do all they can at 
their end to ensure that going for¬ 
ward they meet patient needs and 
deliver better outcomes for those 
waiting for operations.”

KENT Police has splashed out 
£35,000 on an unmarked Jaguar to 
catch speeding drivers, even though it 
has been told to save £20 million. 

Police top brass confirmed this week that the 
sports saloon, which has a top speed of 
ISOmph, is now in service. 

Speeding drivers on the M20 this week were 
shocked to discover the metallic-blue Jag 
behind them in the outside lane was driven by 
two uniformed cops. 

One motorist said: “In these times of police 
spending cuts I was shocked to see them blast¬ 
ing around in a luxury car. 

“Kent Police have proved they can get just as 
much performance from something like a 
Skoda which they have chosen for years.” 

Extravagant 

Kent Police patrolmen are most commonly 
seen in the county in marked Skoda estate cars 
equipped with a turbo diesel engine also found 
in the VW Golf GTI which produces only slight¬ 
ly less power than the Jag, but costs a whop¬ 
ping £14,000 less. 

The Jag is equipped with a high-performance 
3-litre V6 diesel, which produces around the 
same 178bhp as the Volvo S60 saloon it replaces. 

Another driver said: “It does seem a bit 
extravagant in these times of cutbacks. I 
thought the watchword was austerity for police 
and just about everyone else. Should they real¬ 
ly be spending money on luxury cars?” 


Head of the Tactical Operations Group, Chief 
Superintendent Alasdair Hope defended the 
force’s decision saying Jaguars were chosen 
over BMWs or cheaper Volvos that they used to 
use, because it was British. 

But while he is right to say it supports British 
jobs. Jaguar is actually owned by Indian motor 
manufacturer Tata, which bought Jaguar two 
years ago from US giant Ford. 

Chief Supt Hope said: "The police Jaguar was 
bought as a replacement car as an 'unmarked' 
traffic vehicle and Kent, in common with many 
other forces, buys vehicles in that role from the 
executive sector of the market. 

“The reasons for this stem from the funda¬ 
mental design principals used for cars in this 
sector as they cater for high speed use and pro¬ 
vide the highest possible standards of passen¬ 
ger safety either through the latest technology 
or having the very best structural design. 

“They can also cope with intense use and 
absorb very high mileages. 

“The vehicle was significantly cheaper than 
the BMW and only slightly more expensive 


than the Volvo which are the two main vehicles 
supplied to the Roads Policing Unit. 

“It is also British designed and manufactured 
which may be significant in the current eco¬ 
nomic climate to members of the public. 
Further to this, the car was also substantially 
below budget and the purchase price included 
excellent warranty terms. 

‘We also take into account the capital cost of 
buying cars and the running costs on fuel 
which is important and again, the Jaguar com¬ 
plies with our diesel only policy which since it's 
introduction has led to a cost saving on fuel of 
more than £0.5million for our 'marked' 
response vehicles, when compared to the petrol 
variants we operated previously. 

“In summary, Kent Police believes that finan¬ 
cially and operationally this vehicle is the right 
choice for the role it performs.” 

Last month it was announced that the Kent 
police force would need to find £20m of savings 
over the next three years - including an extra 
£2.7m this year. Job losses are expected to be 
announced early next year. 


'City of Medway' 
bid is finalised 

COUNCIL bosses have taken another 
step forward in their campaign to secure 
city status for Medway. 

In a meeting yesterday (Tuesday), 
council leader Rodney Chambers and 
the cabinet finalised plans for the bid 
that would see the five towns united as 
the City of Medway. 

Despite unsuccessful bids in 2000 and 
2002, council chiefs are hoping it will be 
third time lucky for the area and are 
now seeking cross-party support to 
achieve their goal. 

In the report, author Richard Hicks said: 
“A bid for city status would certainly raise 
the area’s profile, enhancing its reputation 
and ensuring it is a place that is recognised. 

“It presents us with a unifying oppor¬ 
tunity for the five towns, villages and 
rural areas to come together under the 
auspices of the City of Medway. 

Work will continue to engage the 
many and diverse communities in the 
debate about city status, and community 
views will be reflected in the bid. 

“City status would be a fitting accolade 
to crown Medwa/s Year of Celebrations 
in 2012... Once the competition is an¬ 
nounced, a failure to bid could be interpret¬ 
ed as having low aspirations for Medway.” 

In contrast to the council’s high hopes 
for the 2012 bid, voters in an online poll 
on the yourmedway and KentNews web¬ 
sites were resolutely against the proposal. 

More than 1,200 respondents gave the 
plan a thumbs down, amounting to 80 
percent of the vote. 

Speaking at the time, ‘TheMedway- 
Blogger’ said: “The council’s arrogance 
and their ‘we know what’s best’ attitude 
is at the centre of all they do. 

“Their high-handedness in not consult¬ 
ing on city status will haunt them 
throughout their ill informed campaign.” 

This bid will now compete against 
those of rival towns across the UK in 
2012, as part of a celebration for the 
Queen’s Diamond Jubilee year. 


Plug pulled on 
prison drama 

A THEATRE group’s planned 
prison production has been can¬ 
celled after justice bosses per¬ 
formed a last-minute U-tum. 

The Playing On company was due 
to perform the play Inside to HMP 
Rochester inmates tonight. 

However, justice chiefs pulled the 
plug on Monday, claiming all arts 
activities must be “appropriate”. 

The move has outraged Playing 
On cast members, who say their 
production addresses the problems 
of young fathers in prison. 

The pla/s writer, Broadstairs- 
based Philip Osment, said: “What 
sort of government is it that can 
admit that prison isn’t working but 
won’t allow work to be done with 
them, which encourages them to 
address their behaviour and looks 
at ways of changing?” 

A Prison Service spokesperson 
said: “Arts activities have a part to 
play in reducing reoffending howev¬ 
er the types of activities available, 
and the manner in which they are 
delivered, must be appropriate. 
They should not be entertainment, 
but properly supervised programmes 
which are educational and help 
address offending behaviour.” 

A Playing On spokesman said the 
cancelled free production came out 
of workshops for young fathers in 
Rochester Prison put on in 2008. 

The performance was to include a 
question and answer session. 


Robbery of £10 leads 
to three years in jail 


A THUG who lured a young man 
back to his home before assaulting 
and robbing him has been jailed for 
three years. 

John Harbour, of Lobelia Close, 
Gillingham, launched the unpro¬ 
voked attack on his 22-year-old vic¬ 
tim on Saturday, August 28. 

The 31-year-old’s £10 haul - a pack 
of tobacco and a £5 note - will now 
cost him three years behind bars. 

Harbour was jailed at Maidstone 
Crown Court on Friday, October 22. 

The court heard how Harbour’s 
London-based victim had become 
stranded in Gillingham after missing 
the last train back to the capital. 

Harbour offered to take the man in 
for the night, who, believing his 
host to be a Good Samaritan, accept¬ 
ed the offer. 

Later that night Harbour struck 
the young man and took his tobacco 
and cash. The victim fled the scene 
and alerted police. 

Harbour was charged with robbeiy 
and later pleaded guilty to the offence. 

Detective Constable Sean Ware- 
ham said: “This was a completely 
unprovoked attack on a man who 
believed he was being offered refuge 
in a time of difficulty. 

“Fortunately the victim did not suf¬ 
fer serious injuries, but he was obvi-

ously distressed by what had hap¬ 
pened because it was so unexpected. 

‘We are pleased that Harbour has 
been jailed for three years, for a rob¬ 
beiy that in effect was for the total 
value of less than £10. 

“Harbour’s actions have come 
about because of a dependency on 
alcohol and hopefully his time in 
prison will make him aware that 
these kinds of actions will not go 
unpunished.”

Revamped road 
aimstoteep 
traffic moving 


WORK to improve traffic flow on 
a major Rochester road has 
begun. 

The £2.5 million “open vista” project will 
see Corporation Street completely revamped, 
allowing better access between historic 
Rochester and the riverside development 
site. 

Bus stops, cycle paths and pedestrian 
crossings will also be improved. 

It is hoped the works - which will be com¬ 
pleted by February/March of next year - will 
reduce congestion, encourage the use of pub¬ 
lic transport and bicycles, and improve air 
quality. 

The project, which began on Monday, is 
being entirely funded by central government. 

Medway Council’s front line services boss 
Phil Filmer said: “The cost to Medway tax¬ 
payers is zero, but the benefits are immense.

“The government money we’ve secured 
means this key route can be made fit for the 
future. 

‘We’re improving its capacity, its appear¬ 
ance and its appeal for motorists, pedestri¬ 
ans and residents alike. 

“It’s an important part of the regeneration 
programme for Medway, which will see 
investment and growth in Rochester and 
Chatham - the areas linked by Corporation

Street - in the years ahead.” 

Council bosses said plans will be put in 
place to help keep congestion to a minimum 
while the road works are carried out. 

Contractors will works seven days a week, 
while the use of temporary traffic lights will 
be avoided. 

Workers will down tools throughout

Festival weekend. 

Capital projects head Ian Wilson said: 
“There will be no temporary traffic signals or 
stop/go boards and we will be using our traf¬ 
fic messaging technology to minimise 
queues.”

BOY races were targeted during a late- 
night police operation.

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How did you become involved in the society?

When I was 11, a 
school fnend rescued a sparrow, nursed it back 
to health and decided to keep it as a pet. 

I thought this was immoral, so I put togeth¬ 
er a very officious looking RSPB pack with a 
stamped addressed envelope and showed him 
I was intending to tell the RSPB he had ille¬ 
gally taken a wild bird into captivity. He set it 
free, so I suppose I started working for them 
then. 


Q What advice would you give anyone interested in 
becoming involved with the RSPB? 

r\The RSPB is impressive, you honestly 
/rdmake a difference through the charity and 
you can see that by visiting the reserves. We 
deliver at every level for wildlife and people, 
regionally, nationally and internationally. Your 
membership fee is spent helping the environ¬ 
ment, based on the best scientific judgement, 
and ultimately improving quality of life. 

We cannot deliver what we do without vol¬ 
unteers. It’s a real team effort and highly 
rewarding. Membership perks are tailored to 
every age group, so the opportunity is provid¬ 
ed for all to get connected with wildlife in the 
most suitable way.

Thoughts on the proposal for an airport at Hoo? 


A Proposals like this ignore and unsettle the 
thriving community here, with its unique 
cultural and natural history. Besides the 
important birds, invertebrates and mammals 
that breed here in summer, 200,000 waders 


and wildfowl ffy in to over-winter from across 
northern Europe. I don’t see how it would ever 
be possible to safely operate an airport in the 
Thames Estuary with these numbers of birds. 
Thankfully, it would appear this has now final¬ 
ly been put to rest.

Do you have a hero? 


A There’s always the fmstration that we 
can’t do enough soon enough, either the 
money isn’t there, the political will, or we just 
don’t know the answers yet. It’s remarkable 
how mysterious the life histories for some of 
our most familiar species remain to us. 

Nature is complicated. You may wish to stall 
for time, arguing whether climate change is 
man-made or not, but you can’t deny that it’s 
happening much faster than ever before, so 
there is a unique urgency. 


A Eileen Collins was the space shuttle com¬ 
mander of flight STS 114, the flight after 
Columbia was destroyed on re-entry. I met her 
at a press call when she flew in with her crew 
for the launch. 

When she was a girl she wanted to be a pilot 
in the US Air Force, but there weren’t any. She 
didn’t let this put her off. She got her pilot’s 
licence, and joined the USAF when they 
changed their rules. She didn’t let others take 
her dream away, she worked towards it and 
succeeded.

I Where next for the RSPB - anything on the horizon? 


A The society must sustain itself during the 
economic downturn. Our million-plus 
members are staying with us, so the work con¬ 
tinues on sites and projects. 

In Kent, we have installed new sluices at 
Cliffe pools that will allow us to alter the levels 
in the lagoons and enhance the habitat for 
wildlife. There are new reserves in development 
and I’ll keep you posted on their progress.

He spent two seasons as a player at 
the club before moving to Aylesham- 
based Kent League side Snowdown 
Colliery Welfare, where he remained 
on the books for five years. 

Buster took up the position of Gills’ 
reserve team coach under new man¬ 
ager Harry Barratt, a position he held 
for ten years before Barratt’s succes¬ 
sor, Freddie Cox, asked him to take 
charge of the club’s first youth scheme 
in 1965. He also held the positions of 
first-team trainer and kit manager. 

A minute’s applause was held before 
GiUingham’s FA Cup first round tie against 
Dover Athletic on Saturday.

CasOe wall is lesson 
in conservation 

YOUNGSTERS from Deice Junior 
School swapped their pencil cases for 
hard hats this month as they celebrated 
the restoration of Rochester Castle’s wall. 

Pupils from the school in Rochester 
were part of The Conservation in Action 
day on Wednesday October 13, which 
gave members of the public the chance to 
speak to council representatives about 
the wall which collapsed earlier this year. 

The students were given a talk about 
the importance and history of the wall and 
were able to see the builders in action. 

The section of the wall, which was built 
last century, surrounds the gardens in 
Bakers Walk and collapsed in March 
after a period of heavy rain, resulting in 
ground movement. 

The council has been working with 
English Heritage officials and structural 
engineers over recent months to repair 
it. Works were due to be completed last 
week. 

Medway Council’s community services 
boss Howard Doe said: “Rochester Castle 
is one of Medwa/s real gems and a vital 
part of the area’s heritage. 

“This conservation project has been a 
priority for both the council and English 
Heritage and it is great to see this iconic 
monument being restored for residents 
and visitors alike to enjoy.”

PHOTOGEAPHS taken 
by students at MidKent 
College are set to appear 
in a new book showcas¬ 
ing the work of artists 
and designers across 
Medway.

Gary Wright asks why we're so fascinated with America when Europe is on our doorstep 



AM I the only one who thinks the British media 
devotes far too much time to the ins and outs of 
politics in the United States? 

Why do we send huge reporting crews across to the 
USA to cover the “crucial mid-term elections” but fail 
to have more than a handful of journalists a couple of 
hundred miles away in Brussels? 

That, after all, is where decisions that affect our 
everyday lives are made. 

We ignore the European parliament most of the 
time yet we are told by our news that we should care 
about Tea Party candidate Christine O’Donnell, a 
former witch who doesn’t own a Ladyshave. 

In the event she had no impact at all and it was 
obvious (like so many extremists in the USA) she is a 
minority in a land that has a lot of minorities. 

There is no excuse for the deluge of stories and 
comment on the mid term elections in the United 
States that flooded our news outlets. 

Who cares about the make up of the Senate, the 
House of Representatives and its effect on bel¬ 
eaguered President Obama? 

America is in trouble. It has 10 per cent 
unemployment and is in dire straights financially. It 
will be looking inward for several more years. 

I think the British media’s fascination with 
American political news is easy to explain: laziness. 
We are bombarded with sit-coms, movies and books in 
a language we understand from a country that dom¬ 
inates our culture. So editors assume we are like them. 


Unfortunately we are not the same, nor will we ever 
be the 51st state of the USA. 

We have signed up to a United States of Europe and 
we should pay attention to every part of it from 
Estonia to Portugal (rather than Kentucky to Alaska). 

Our armed forces agreement with our oldest of 
enemies, yet closest neighbour, the French, is a 
seismic change in the way we, and they, defend our 
respective nations. The story competed for space and 
airtime with Tea Party antics and the outpourings of 
placard waving, white Americans in baseball caps. 

If you think European politics lacks personality, you 
are wrong. 

You want titillation to keep you interested in 
European politics? Look at Italian prime minister 
Silvio Berlusconi, embroiled in a sex and abuse of 
power scandal that reinforces every Italian male 
stereotype there is. 

Berlusconi makes former President Bush look like 
a hard-hitting intellectual, yet Italy costs Britain 
shed-loads of money and when it comes to economic 
management, ranks right down there with the Greeks. 

Yet we stand on the sidelines and watch Italy drain 
EU coffers and let this 74-year-old behave like a cross 
between Don Corleone and Peter Stringfellow. 

We should concentrate on European politics, not the 
US and news bosses have a responsibility to report it 
in a way that captures the public imagination. 

Arrivederci Obama, and bon chance... hopefully 
we’ll see you again in a couple of years.

Purple poppy to 
remember those lost 

As this year’s Remembrance 
Sunday approaches. Animal Aid is 
distributing tens of thousands of its 
increasingly popular purple 
poppies. Introduced five years ago, 
the purple poppy is specially 
produced to mark the terrible 
suffering animals endure as a 
consequence of human conflict. It 
can be worn alongside the 
traditional red, or white, ones as a 
reminder that both humans and 
animals have been victims of war. 

Throughout the history of human 
conflicts animals have been used as 
messengers, for detection, scouting 
and rescue, as beasts of burden and 
on the frontline. They have been 
used for companionship in the 
trenches and continue to be 
subjected to warfare experiments in 
laboratories. Thousands suffer and 
die each year in weapons research 
conducted in secret Ministry of 
Defence laboratories. Although 
millions of animals have lost their 
lives as a result of human conflict, 
they are rarely mentioned in 
remembrance ceremonies. 

For years we have commemorated 
the human victims of war and 
overlooked the impact worldwide 
conflicts have had on animals. It’s 
time to redress the balance. By 
wearing a purple poppy - alongside 
the traditional red one - we will 
finally be acknowledging that 
millions of animals have been 
drafted into conflicts not of their 


making and lost their lives as a result.

Perverts named 
and shamed online 

AN ONLINE vigilante has named 220 
paedophiles as part of his mission to 
expose Kent’s child sex offenders. 

Chris Whittwer, 34, spent three years 
researching and compiling information 
for each county, and has now named 
9,500 sex attackers in the UK on his 
Children Have Rights in Society 
website, launched on Thursday. 

The new online project follows his 
controversial Facebook page UK 
Paedophiles Named and Shamed, which 
was shut down by the Association of 
Chief Police Officers after the public 
started leaving comments about people 
who were not convicted sex offenders. 

But his new scheme has won the 
backing of the Multi Agency Public 
Protection Arrangements (MAPPA), 
according to Mr Whittwer. 

He said: “This time the site is for 
victims to access support, as well as 
exposing convicted paedophiles” 

For Kent, the website exposes sex 
attackers involving children including 
Kristina Davies, 20, and Ricky Winter, 
23, both from Margate, who were jailed 
in September for subjecting two boys 
under four to appalling abuse. 

Joseph Peacock, 21, from Tonbridge, 
who was jailed two weeks ago for 16 
months for posing a teenage boy on 
Facebook to meet young girls, is also 
named, along with former Kent teacher 
Richard Atkins, jailed in 2009 for raping 
a schoolgirl and a string of sexual 
offences in the 1970s. 

Mr Whittwer insists only details and 
pictures of convicted sex offenders are 
listed on the site, and that users are no 
longer able to leave comments.

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Court rejects French firm's cha enqe to Eurostar f eet upgrade 

EUROSTAR has batted away a court chal¬ 
lenge from French firm Alstom caused by the 
Channel 'Tunnel high-speed train operator 
placing an order with rival German train 
maker Siemens. 

'The row blew up after Eurostar announced 
a £700 million upgrade to its fleet as part of an 
expansion of services. 'The current fleet of 28 
trains built by Alstom will be upgraded, but a 
further 10 all-new trains with 20 per cent 
more capacity will come from Siemens. 1 

Alstom chose to challenge the scheme, alleg- 1 
ing the new trains would breach safety regula- * 
tions for the tunnel and Eurostar failed to fol- 1 
low procurement rules. 1 

But a High Court judge rejected the French 1 
firm’s appeal and Eurostar issued a statement 
afterwards: ‘We are very pleased that the sit- ( 
nation has been resolved and we can proceed «

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There's no escaping the cmdeness 
with the unieashing of Jackass 3D

EVERYTHING you need to know 
about the third feature-length 
installment of the outrageous MTV 
show is encapsulated within the 
consumer advice from the British 
Board of Film Classification: 
“Contains extremely crude and 
dangerous stunts, and strong nudi¬ 
ty” 

By crude, the BBFC means vomit, blood and 
excrement aplenty as Johnny Knoxville and 
his daredevil pals attempt another bewilder¬ 
ing array of pratfalls that defy all common 
sense. 

Since the joke is on the Jackass team, we 
can’t help but laugh as these grown men set 
themselves up for an almighty fall by risking 
life and limb for our supposed amusement. 

The usual tongue-in-cheek disclaimer pref¬ 
aces all of the gung-ho antics - ‘Warning: the 
stunts in this movie were performed by profes¬ 
sionals...” - but it’s doubtful that anyone of 
sound mind will want to recreate the tomfool¬ 
ery in Jackass 3D. 

Animated duo Beavis and Butthead intro¬ 
duce the mayhem, which begins gently with a 
sequence called The High Five in which 
unsuspecting members of the team are wal¬ 
loped in the face by a giant hand. 

The danger factor increases as Steve-0 risks 
his ability to bear children in the eye-watering 
Tee Ball and then Knoxville feels the full force 
of Mother Nature in Roller Buffalo. 

Bone-cnmching replays in slow motion are 
horrific, the amplified sound leaving us in no 
doubt that the team will be frequent visitors to 
the local accident and emergency department. 

Some of the stimts are childish fun - with¬ 
standing the blast from the engine of a jet 
plane - while others are plain stupid, like the 
aptly named Electric Avenue, which sees all of 
the team running the gauntlet of suspended 


stun guns and cattle prods. 

Wee Man and Preston Lacy make mischief 
with super glue in typically puerile fashion, 
and certainly suffer for their lowbrow art, 
while the Sweat Suit Cocktail is repulsive, ask¬ 
ing Steve-0 to drink perspiration collected 
from the body of one of his brothers in mischief 
These escapades would be hard to stomach 
in 2D but in 3D, there is nowhere to hide as 
bodily fluids splatter the screen. 

Our nausea reaches a crescendo in the Poo 
Cocktail Supreme, which sees Steve-0 
strapped inside a blue portable toilet attached 
to a bungee cord. 


As the cord is released and the portable toi¬ 
let shoots into the air, cameras inside the flim¬ 
sy structure capture the horrifying sight of the 
daredevil being swamped in all kinds of nasti¬ 
ness. 

At its best. Jackass 3D is hysterical, like the 
novel twist on duck hunting, a bruising inter¬ 
pretation of pinning a tail on the donkey or the 
team’s revolutionary method of pulling a loose 
tooth. 

But for every flash of genius there is also a 
smear of unrestrained filth that will leave 
those of a nervous disposition covering the 3D 
specs in disgust.

STEVE Coogan and Rob Brydon are 
two of the biggest names in British 
Comedy. Their history goes back a 
long way. Coogan was the man who 
gave Brydon his big break in TV 
when his production company Baby 
Cow commissioned his series of taxi 
driver monologues ‘Marion and 
Geoff. 

The Trip (Monday BBC2 10pm) 
follows this pair of media players 
as they travel around the country 
on a press junket, reviewing 
restaurants for the Observer’s 
lifestyle magazine. Coogan has 
plarmed to take his girlfriend on 
the trip until she drops out at the 
last minute, so Brydon gets the gig 
instead. 

The series is essentially an exten¬ 


sion of the Tristram Shandy film 
that the two appeared in a couple of 
years ago. In the movie behind the 


scenes goings-on became just as 
important as the main plot and a 
nice rapport between the two 


develops as they try to outdo each 
other with their humour and 
charm in front of the rest of the film 
crew. 

Judging by the first episode of The 
Trip, comedy fans are in for a treat. 
The pseudo documentary gives the 
impression we are a fly on the wall 
of these two celebrities’ fives. It 
plays on Coogan’s pretentions to 
expand his Hollywood career and 
put behind him being typecast as 
his most well known comic creation 
Alan Partridge. 

At one point he turns down a part 
on Doctor Who, telling his agent: “I 
am not doing British TV anymore.” 

A scene in which the two compete 
with each other to try and do the 
most authentic Michael Caine or 
Anthony Hopkins impression is 
hilarious. They even bring it down 
to minute nuances of particular 
performances. (Rent out the DVD of 
The Bounty to compare Coogan’s 
spot on version of Sir Anthony 


doing his Captain Bligh). 

Brydon plays the more down-to- 
earth character; never unwilling to 
perform off camera for the public. 
Happy to be doing his panel show 
and chat show appearances. 

Some may argue the series is just 
another case of the media’s own 
fascination with itself, owing much 
to Larry David’s Curb Your 
Enthusiasm. To a certain extent 
they’re right but Brydon and 
Coogan ad fib with style. You know 
these exaggerated versions of 
themselves are not too far from the 
truth giving an insight into what 
it’s like to be in the midst of the 
celebrity world whilst trying to five 
as normally as possible. 

The duo has said at times the 
onscreen rivalry went too far and 
they had to stop when the insults 
got too close to the bone. 

It’s certainly worth tuning-in to 
see if the series can maintain its 
strong start.

A VISIT to Santa Claus in Lapland. 
Trip of a lifetime, or something just 
about everyone seems to be doing? 

Maybe not every year, granted, and maybe 
not everyone (I know the expense is way too 
great for many), but you know what I mean. 

If you haven’t seen the jolly fella way up 
north, then chances are you know someone 
who has. 

Finland, Sweden, Norway... they’re all at it. 
The former has arguably stolen the march in 
the Santa tourism market, but Norway, which 
stretches farther north than the other two, 
holds the natural advantage. 

And it was to Norway that I travelled with 
my three-year-old son to meet the great man, 
although in fact our destination wasn’t actual¬ 
ly that far north (or in Lapland). 

We were going to Savalen, a family-run hotel 
and spa resort in the east of the country some 
four hours’ drive north of Oslo. 

Don’t be fooled by the lack of latitude, how¬ 
ever. The area really could not be considered 
balmy, nearby R0ros having recorded one of 
Norway’s lowest-ever temperatures of -50°C. 

It was nowhere near that cold when we vis¬ 
ited R0ros - indeed the frowns of our hosts as 
they nodded towards the UK-type slush 
around us while muttering about global warm¬ 
ing suggested things really were changing. 

Or maybe not, as a few weeks later the tem¬ 
perature in R0ros delved to -42°C. 

This former mining town is a UNESCO 
World Heritage Site (it was “built exclusively 
of wood”) and tradition clearly runs deep here. 
As the evening drew in, local families danced 
and sang around the Christmas tree in the 
square.

A sleigh-ride - all horses, candles and rugs - 
and an excellent meal rounded off things for 
the day and it was back to our lovely lodge for 
some lovely sleep.

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New Sharan ends long 
wait for people carrier 

IT took 15 years, but VW has replaced its 
original VW Sharan people carrier. 

The newcomer (from £22,980) looks 
more compact, but is actually bigger, 
roomier, classier and more practical, 
with sliding rear doors. 

Both rear seat rows also fold into the 
floor instead of having to be manhandled 
from the car if you need to vary the seat¬ 
ing plan or use the Sharan as a van. 

Most models are seven-seaters, though 
there is a six-seat Executive version 
from £29,345.

But the Czech marque is showing its 
harder side with a follow-up ad ‘Made of 
Meaner StufT, promoting the new Fabia 
vRS hot hatch (from £15,700). 

This ‘pocket rocket’ features the VW 
Group’s supercharged and turbocharged 
1.4-litre TSI petrol engine producing 
ISObhp - more what you would expect 
from a normally-aspirated unit of two 
litres-plus and quite a departure from 
the previous vRS. 



Ford celebrating sales 
boost at private party 

FORD has strengthened its lead in the 
private sector motor market, according 
to market figures for the year so far. 

It underlines the brand’s success in 
steering away from dependence on its 
traditional fleet sector business. 

Ford’s Fiesta supermini continues to 
be the UK’s favourite car, ably supported 
by the bigger Focus. 

The brand also continues to lead UK 
commercial sales with its one UK-pro¬ 
duced vehicle - the Transit - supported 
by the van spin-off from the Fiesta.

Stylish Mazda is going up 
in the world after facelift

USING its Zoom-Zoom marketing, 
clean styling and weight-saving 
design, Mazda is easing into the 
‘more premium’ market niche occu¬ 
pied by VW and Honda. 

The shift began with the 2002 MazdaG, fol¬ 
lowed in 2007 by an even better version, 
recently given a facelift, and a streamlined 
range concentrating on hatchbacks (from 
£16,995) and estates (from £19,295). 

Our estate test car had the entry level 
152bhp 2.0-litre petrol engine, though past 
experience suggests that the smooth 2.2- 
diesels are the better bet, available in 160bhp 
and 177bhp outputs. Both have good low down 
pulling power - ideal if you intend to buy and 
use the estate to full capacity - and will aver¬ 
age 50-i-mpg. 

The bigger-hitter is slightly faster to 62mph 

-8.7 seconds against 9.2 - but will set you . --- 

back £23,445, being only sold in flagship Sport | RlHH ling COStS 
trim. 

A good compromise, and still generous spec, 
is the popular mid-range TS2 we tested; with 
the petrol engine it costs £20,495 and, in jun- 
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ior 2.2 diesel estate format, £21,495. 

The big highlight of the ‘6’ though, whether 
in hatchback or estate form, is the spacious 
and airy cabin and huge boot with lots of stor¬ 
age underneath, helped by the lack of a spare 
wheel - part of Mazda’s drive to cut weight, 
consumption and emissions. 

There is an automatic boot cover arrange¬ 
ment, though this did not always retract prop¬ 
erly when lifting the test car’s tailgate. One 
MazdaG hallmark that does succeed brilliant¬ 
ly, though, is the Karakuri rear seat release 
system now being copied by other makers: one 
pull of the lever in the boot and the correspon¬ 
ding rear seat flops down automatically to 
make it easy to cram stuff into the load bay. 

There is also plenty of rear legroom, every¬ 
thing works well and doors close with a nice 
clunk, even though much weight has been 
taken out of the car. 

This is also evident in the handling. The 
Mazda is not skittish, but feels responsive and 
sporty, though some may find the ride firmish. 

A little more evident quality in the cabin 
materials would underpin the marque’s rising 
status, but the controls do their job and fall 
nicely to hand.

PM won't U-tum on 
housing benefit cuts 

PRIME Minister David Cameron has 
annoimced that there will be no changes 
to the plans to cap housing benefits, 
despite criticism from political opponents. 

Prior to the statement, some people 
were speculating that there might be a 
climbdown on the issue to appease angry 
coalition MPs. 

Mr Cameron said he knows they “don’t 
like the answer” but insisted that the 
government would stand by its plans to 
slash the housing budget by over 50 per 
cent from £8.4 billion. 

“The proposals we are bringing for¬ 
ward, they are tough, but they need to 
be, because not least we want to make 
sure we protect the schools budget, the 
NHS budget, that is why we are making 
difficult decisions about welfare,” said 
the prime minister during the weekly 
Prime Minister’s Questions.

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Misery continues as Giiis suffer FA Cup exit

AN ALREADY disappointing season 
plumbed new depths for Gillingham on 
Saturday as they were unceremoniously 
dumped out of the FA Cup by Dover Athletic 
at Priestfield. 

The Conference South side revelled in 
returning to heap the pressure on Andy 
Hessenthaler and his coaching staff, who left 
Crabble for the Gills in the summer. 

Nicky Southall, one of the group to make 
the short trip up the A2, made his first start 
of the season in an effort to shake up a side 
which had been outplayed in a 2-0 defeat 
against Wycombe five days’ earlier.

Gilingham 0 Dover Athletic 2 

Despite his lack of match fitness the veter¬ 
an was one of the few home players to emerge 
with any credit as Dover sealed victory with 
relative ease. 

Gillingham had made a reasonable start, 
but fell behind to a stunning effort from Adam 
Birchall. The 25-yard finish was exceptional, 
but the way the striker cruised past Matt 
Lawrence will have alarmed the Gills bench. 


If the first goal could be written off as a 
fluke, the second nine minutes later was 
largely self inflicted. John Nutter surren¬ 
dered possession cheaply, beginning a move 
which saw Luke I’Anson arrive unimpeded to 
smash home a loose ball. 

The home side were visibly rattled, but 
stirred themselves after the break to apply 
some sustained pressure for the first time. 
Dover, showing what can be achieved 
through organisation and team work, weath¬ 
ered the storm and the Gills’ challenge faded 
after Nutter was sent off for hauling down 
Harry Baker as he ran through on goal. 




Scally questions 
vandals' actions 


GILLINGHAM chairman Paul Scally 
has voiced his concern that the actions 
of vandals that daubed graffiti outside 
Priestfield last week will only make it 
harder for the club to attract a prospec¬ 
tive new owner. 

Slogans urging Scally and his manag¬ 
er Andy Hessenthaler to leave the club 
were painted on the walls of the stadium 
hours after the team’s 2-0 defeat against 
Wycombe Wanderers. The chairman 
was also on the receiving end of calls 
to go from the 
fans throughout 
Saturday’s humiliat¬ 
ing FA Cup exit 
against Dover 

Athletic. 

Scally, who divides 
his time between 
Kent and Dubai look¬ 
ing for investment in 
Gillingham, insists he 
is as disappointed as 
anyone with results, 
but questioned the 
method of protest. 

He said: “I understand his fmstration, 
but I don’t agree with the way he did it. 
Why would you want to damage your 
own club? The guy is obviously not capa¬ 
ble of expressing his views in any other 
way. 

“I understand the fmstration and if 
I’m the reason for our demise then if 
somebody else comes in with the capa¬ 
bility of taking the club forward, then I 
have said all along for 16 years that I’m 
happy to step down if that’s the case. 

“The reality of it is there aren’t people 
out there who want to put themselves in 
my position and when you see things 
like this it’s not surprising really. Who 
would want to come into an environ¬ 
ment where the/re going to get abused 
for working hard?”

Time for action and Hess 
is taking no prisoners 


BLAME for Gillingham’s woeful 
start to the season has been laid 
firmly at the door of the pla3dng 
squad by manager Andy 
Hessenthaler, who is desperate for 
an overhaul to turn the club’s for¬ 
tunes around. 

Saturday’s 2-0 defeat at home to Dover 
Athletic in the FA Cup was one of the worst 
one-off results in the Gills’ recent history, but 
was not an isolated performance. The team 
have won just three times in 18 games this sea¬ 
son, making a mockery of their pre-season 
billing as one of League Two’s promotion 
favourites. 

Hessenthaler had begun to look for new blood 
even before last weekend and the result against 
his former club only served to accelerate the 
process. The Gills boss stressed he was still 
committed to the club, but felt the same could

not be said of some of his players - which 
included those signed by him in the summer. 

Hess said: “There are a lot of players who 
should go home and look at themselves in the 
mirror and see if they want to play for this foot¬ 
ball club or not. It will be interesting. I know 
what I want to do, you always question yourself 
as a manager, but I know for a fact what I want 
to do - I want to work here and keep working 
my socks off until I turn this around. 

‘We’ve got a lot of younger players here who 
are on half the money of some of the ones who 
were already here. There’s a virus in there and 
like it or not that’s got to be taken away to bring 
success. After [Dover] how can they question it? 
How can they knock on my door? I question 
myself, do they question themselves? I don’t 
know.” 


A far-reaching restructuring of the squad is 
likely to be hugely problematic for several rea¬ 
sons. Moving underperforming players on will 
be difficult, especially outside of a transfer win¬ 
dow, with recent performances hardly acting as 
a useful shop window for prospective buyers. 

Unless several players leave the existing 
budget, which was already stretched, it’s 
unlikely to offer the sort of resources needed to 
bring in proven quality. Also, as Hessenthaler 
acknowledged, Gillingham is not going to be 
the most enticing proposition. 

He said: “Unfortunately when you’re trying to 
attract players here they will look at the results 
from the last couple of games, they might not 
fancy coming down here at the moment.” 

Despite the despondent mood around 
Priestfield, Hessenthaler believes promotion is 
still not out of the question. 

“I don’t think so. People might laugh but ask 
Iain Dowie when he was at Crystal Palace [in 
2003/04], bottom three on Boxing Day [and got 
promoted], so there’s your answer,” he said.
